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Few are theirreat soldiers, sailors, 
ami adventurers that have not sur 
vived almost every kind of peril, 
from battle, murder, and sudden 
death, to beiiig cat lied off by some 
petty accident or miserable diseases 
Among the handful of distinguish- 
ed persons pho have fallen in battle 
by land or sea, may lie mentioned 
Cnstavus Adolphus, King of the 
Swedes, who was killed at I.ulzen, 
probably assassinated by one of his 
own subjects; General Wolfe; 
Napoleon's marshals La n net ami 
Deaaix; Admiral Nelson, and 
Captain Lawrence; General A. s 
Johnston at Sblloli; and Stonewall 
Jackson at Cbaneellorsville. 

On the other hand, Alexander the 
Great survived scores of battles and 
a severe wound, only to die of de- 
Oaucheiy and inalaiial fever. 

William the Conqueror pasted a 
long life in battles and exposure to 
ihe hatred of the Anglo-Saxons 
whom he enslaved, and to various 
conspiracies ineludiua those of his 
own household. He died of a rup- 
ture caused by the plunging of his 
horse as il stepped oil a hot Coal III 
the city of Nantes that he had just 
burned. 

Cortes, the conqueror of Mexico, 
half a lifetime of despetate fighting, 
haled by those he had SUhJutfated 
and tortured, died in Spain of 
typhoid fever, neglected and despis- 
ed hv those whom he had benefited. 
William the Silent survived 
numerous conflicts and campaigns, 
only to be assassinated after he was 
victorious; and nothing was to be 
trained by his enemies from his 
death. 

Washington survived the perils 
Of the wilderness, the dangers of 
Indian warfare, all the bullets and 

balls of a scote of Revolutionary 

battles, and the hardships of ti 
seven years' campaign, to be bled 
to death by his doctors. 

Napoleon, apparently bullet 
proof and believed by his followe r s 
lo bear a charmed life, died almost 
alone of N cancer 

Lord Clive, | lie English conquer- 
or of India, tl iped self mur- 
der in his youth by his pistol's miss- 
ing lire, which led him lo s>iy that 
he was destined to something great 
Though lie was a bold, active war- 
rior, exposed to death in - 
desperate battles and by several 
plots, lie fell a victim after his 
return lo England to Ihe opium 
habit, and committed suicide. 

Grant, whoiiuie and again 
untouched amid a hail of bullets, 
finally died of cancer. 



A Connecticut soldier, during the 
Civil War, took part in over a hun- 
dred battles, without a scratch, and 
died at Ihe close fiom blood poison- 
ing caused by the slight cut of a 
puce of o| ass 

A Georgia soldier, in nearly every 
engagement Trom Richmond to 
Gettysburg and back, was killed by 
Ihe accidental discharge of his 
pistol the day of Lee's surrender. 

A Union cavalryman frost Iowa, 
In all the important battles under 
Sheiman, was killed by a kick fiom 
his horse a week after he arrived 
home with a pocketful of bounty 
money. 

Captain John Smith barely es- 
caped in a war with the Turks, was 
nearly killed by his Turkish master, 
was In danger fiom Barbary pi- 
rates and from many other perils by 
land and sea, from Powhatan's axe, 
from stravation and privation in 
Virginia, but died only alter his 
retirement to private life in Eug- 
larid 

James Hruce, the fir-t great ex- 
plorer of the sources of the Nile, es- 
eaped fiom fever, drowning, star- 
vation, attacks of lions, timers, 
serpents, crocodiles, and cannibals, 
to die tumbling down the Steps of 
his own house at home. 

George Rogers Clark, one of the 
most dauntless and skill 'ul Indian 
fighters, was exposed to death in 
battle or by treachery, by drown- 
ing, hunger, exhausiion, and hard- 
ships, but finally tiled from falling 
into the Ureal his home during a 
fit of epilepsy or intoxication. 

Thomas Jefferson, who had 
broken many a colt without break- 
ing his own neck, galloped head- 
long down mountain roads, awam 
swollen, rushing streams, and navi- 
gated them In frail boats, broke his 
arm by falling down on a Paris 
sidewalk. 

David Livingstone, for yes 
African traveler ami missionary, 
was many times in danger from 
savages and African fevers, and 
once was barely rescued from a 
lion that had struck him down and 
stood ready to devour him. lie 
was carried off at last by an at- 
tack of dysentery.

Some of our smaller sister schools, 
among which we are numbered, 
have often had difficulty in filling 
the position of supervisor in a 
satisfactory manner. It has fre- 
quently been found that the one op- 
pointed to that position has failed 
utterly in the perfi rraance of the 
duties expected of him. Either in 
one important particular or in 
many, he has been unable to handle 
his work with any degree of satis- 
faction to the superintendent or 
pleasure to himself. 

The duties of supervisor in any 
of the Schools for the Deaf, where 
be is expected to look after a hun- 
dred or more boys are many, and 
some of them aie most trying. In 
the proper control and care of fifty 
small boys, there are problems to 
puzzle the wisest of heads, to say 
nothing of the handling and dis- 
ciplining of u large number of 
young men who do not always take 
kindly to institution rule. 

There are quarrels without end 
to settle and the offenders to be 
puuisbed; petty pilfering which 
must be ferreted out and the wrong- 
doers brought to justice; dis- 
obedience, and rebellion on the pait 
of the young men, in which the 
wrongdoer must be made to bend 

the knee. 

There Is a multiplicity of duties 

in connection with the position of 
supervisor The average small boy 
goes through clothes soon enough 
when carefully watched What is 
Ihe result when this detail is neg- 
lected? There are wet feet to be 
dried; sore fingers to bound up; 
slivers (0 bo extracted ; to say noth- 
ing of teeth, prompt and careful at- 
tention to the bath, sort ing of clothes 
and details without end. 

lie is expected to find proper 
and legitimate amusement for the 

■mallei boys; to be a past master 
In tbe art of making kites ; in stilt 
season one to be consulted with 
profit, and a champion in the games 
of lops and marbles. 

The good supervise! must be a 

leader in the games and sports of 
the large boys, and not only be able 
lo give valuable instruction but 
take part in their contests. 

As a disciplinarian he must be 
able to handle the boys under his 
care in a satisfactory manner with- 
out the necessity of falling back 
upon the superintendent, who al- 
ready has duties euough. 

To be successful he must have (ho 

reaped of every boy in school and be 
aide to understand the peculiar 

natures of the deal. Why then doe* 
I lie supervisor so often fail, or at 
least prove to lie only mediocre* It 
seems to us that the reason is near 
at hand and easily understood. 
Surely it is because ho little import- 
ance is given I ho position and the 
salary attached (hereto is so small. 
Great care is usually evinced in the 
selection of most other officers. 
There are few positions In a school 
which call for greater intelligence 
and tact than that of supervisors 
and perhaps none so confining. 

Yet in some instances little inter- 
est is shown in filling (his impor- 
tant position. Poisons totally unfit 
to perform the duties lequired of a 
supervisor are taken, and the trou- 
ble resulting therefrom is often of a 
serious and lasting nature. Even 
when a really first class man is se- 
emed, the Inducements for him to 
remain are so small that he soon 
finds greener pastures. If not pro- 
mote I, he loaves the institution al- 
together. Instead of expecting to 
boa permanent officer of the school 
and give it the benefit of his inter 
est and best effort, he merely holds 
on long enough lo tide himself over 
a difficulty, or to wait for something 
better All that has boon said wilh 
reference to Ihe boys' supervisors, 
will apply w ith equal foiee in the 
case of tic- supervisors of the girls. 

We believe that the position is an 
Important one, and that due care 
should be given in filling it. 
Special care should be given in se- 
lecting the one who is to be the 
out of-door teacher of all the boys 
in Ihe school. He is lo be wilh 
them uioi" than half of the time 
for aloe months each year foi tenor 
twelve years. BIS leaching and ex- 
ample help greatly to shape their 
characters and mould their natures. 

1 1 is every act is noted and often 
Imitated. Be la a power for good 

if he possesses the right qualities 
and a power foi bad if ho does not 
possess them There is no call- 
ing so high as the one of character 
building nor none so sacred. There- 
fore more than Ordinary care should 
be exorcised in choosing a man to 
fill the position, and when a good 
one has been found, things should 
be mads 80 attractive to him that he 
will not be anxious to give it up.

Februaiy 11, 1907.— The follow- 
ing clipping is from the Phila 
delpliia Record. It does not appear 

that the victim of this accident was 
a deaf-mute, but was merely afMicl- 
ed with deafness, nevertherless it is 
none the less sad and deplorable : 

Bloomsburg, Pa, Feb. 10. — 
Mis William Bell, of Toby Run 
Hollow, was instantly killed last 
evening, when the sleigh in which 
she was riding was struck by a 
Lackawanna passenger train, at the 
Hospital crossing, near Dinville. 
Mrs Bell was driving to Danville to 
meet her husband, who wotks at 
that place. She was deaf, and, al- 
though the engineer of the traiji 
saw hei and blew the whistle, she 
neither saw nor heard the train un- 
til loo late, the engine Striking the 
horse and sleigh septan ly, killing 
the horse instanlly and throwing 
the woman 50 feet. Her husband, 
who was on his way home, was suf- 
ficiently near lo sec the accident, 
and reached his wife's side just as 
she expired. 

During the past week the daily 
papers reported two crimes among 
the deaf in our community, one of 
which is most serious. In both 
eases the offenders are comparative- 
ly yon n g and their crimes in the 
direct lesult of drink. Regrettable 
as they are, we hope the lesson 
learned by them will serve lo war.i 
I hem and others of the danger of 
excessive drink.

Prof. W. G. Jones delivered an 
interesting lecture before the Asso- 
ciation, on "Polar Expeditions," last 
Saturday evening. Prof. Jones is 
well known for his sign making, 
and accordingly needs no account 
of the style he used To give the 
audience a bettei idea of how Polar 
expeditions first sprang up, Prof. 
Jones went away back to the time 
when Christopher Columbus, in- 
tending to find a short passage to 
India by sailing across the Atlantic 
n, found that America stood in 
his way. Then followed other ex- 
p'orers who hoped to find a Noith- 
wisi pass ag e, among whom « 
the two CabOtS, Davis, Hudson, 
Baffin, etc. 

Prof, Jones went on to describe 
the voyages as briefly as he could, 
giving explanations about the great 
difficulties lo be surmounted in the 
cold North The disappearance of 
Ihe entire companies of Sir John 
Franklin and De Long was also com- 
mented upon. Lady Franklin, in 
honor of her husband's memory, 
caused a statue to be erected on 
Beeoher Island, after spending a 
vast fortune to find him. Prof. 
Jones excited a great deal of inter- 
est in his audience by giving the de- 
grees which different explorers from 
Europe had reached. When he 
said that Peary reached' 87 degrees 
and six minutes north, the pupils 
gave gasps of relief, for they had 
feared that European nations would 
find ihe Pole before the Americans 
had put their fingers in the pie. 

Peary's expedition, in the Roos 
veil was the one expedition 
which interested the audience the 
most. Most of the pupils were sur- 
prised to learn that Principal Cur- 
rier had met ihe great explorer, at 
the last dinner of the New England 
Society in the City of New York. 
At the conclusion of his very inte- 
resting lecture, Prof. Jones was 
Riven vigorous applause and a 
vole of thanks, after which the 
audience filed out of the chapel into 
l heir dormitories aud were soon 
dreaming of iceoergs, glaciers, and

It is proposed to create u memoiial 
to the lHteltev. Thomas Gallautlet, 
I). I)., by the ereetron of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf- Mu ten. The prssetH Church 
in situated 00 148th Street, just west 
of AiriHterflum Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building n» above 
indicated, which will form a facade 

to 1 1 hurob edifice and he a center 

of religions an l metal life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Galhiudet 
hoped dm ing his lifetime to Bee the 
erection of thin building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
heen associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work lie now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along Ihe street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be tlitee 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligions and industrial needs of tho 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gailau- 
det Memorial Parish Huilding" will 
be about 930,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
lo him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heai lily endorse the memorial.
